Ind. Ranks Eighth 
In Car Ownership 


Bloomington, Ind., March 29 (U. 
T. P. S.).—There are one-third 
again as many motor cars per in- 
dividual in Indiana as in the United 
States ax a whole, it is pointed out 
by Prof L. D. Edie, head of the 
bureau of business research of In- 
diana University. in a report made 
here to the Indiana Development 
Council. 

In this report in which he re- 
veals a remarkable distribution of 
wealth in Indiana, he shows that 
it ranks eighth among the states 
of the Union in automobile owner- 
ship, having one car for every 4.2 
persons on the basis of the regis- 
tration of 725,410 cars in the state 
at the beginning of 1926. 

In his investigations he finds that 
the total income of Indiana last 
year, $1,725,000,600, placed it 
eleventh among the states from the 
standpoint of total, but twenty- 
second from the standpoint of fam- 
ily income, which he reveals aver- 
ages $2.259 annually. 

Only four-tenths of 1 per cent. 
of the population of Indiana, he | 
shows, receives an income of more | 
than $10,000 and the number of} 
Hoosiers earning more than $10,- | 
000 is only half that of the aver- | 
age state. He finds that only about | 
1 per cent. of the population of | 
Indiana receives an income of be-| 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 and their | 
income is only 3.8 per cent. of the | 
state total. |

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What’s Your Hurry? 

UT in Cleveland the other day Walter F. Wright, the 
O Chrysler dealer, staged a practical demonstration of 
the foolishness of breaking traffic laws, which might well 
be repeated in other cities. 

Two cars were started from the same point on the out- 
skirts of the city and driven over the same route to the 
heart of the business section, a distance of five miles. One 
car scrupulously obeyed every traffic law and rule. The 
other broke every ordinance in the city code. A police officer 
was placed in each car and the observer in the “pirate” 
vehicle noted the number of infractions of the law that were 
committed in the five-mile drive. The total was twenty- 
three, yet the law-breaking car arrived at its destination 
exactly two minutes and eighteen seconds ahead of the 
vehicle which had, under the supervision of a policeman, 
obeyed every law and regulation. 

It would have to be a golden two minutes that 
would justify any such a career of law-breaking. 
Traffic Commissioner E. J. Donohue of Cleveland 
summed up the experiment and its results very 
‘accurately when he said:— 

“The automobile driver who cuts corners, 
sneaks past trolley cars, speeds when no one is 
looking, invades safety zones and disregards boule- 
vard stop signs, is only kidding himself. You can 
go just as fast by going a little slower.”

First Aid 
ALKING of accidents is never a particularly pleasant 
task. Nevertheless, as reasoning human beings we 
know that automobile accidents do happen and they should 
be prepared for in advance, instead of being ignored in true 
ostrich fashion. 

The Chicago Motor Club recently asked Dr. Herman N. 
Bundesen, commissioner of health, to comment on the 
preparations that should be made by motor car owner: to 
deal with emergencies of this kind when the services of a 
doctor are not immediately available. 

Dr. Bundesen recommends that a first aid kit be carried 
on the car, as follows :— 

2 ounces of tincture of iodine or 5 per cent. mereu- 

rochrome 

1 dozen small cotton swabs 

2 two-inch gauze bandages 

1 one-inch gauze bandage 

1 yard of sterjle gauze 

1-4 pound of sterile cotton 

1 tourniquet or small rubber tube, two feet long 

1 small scissors. 

1 yard of 1-2 inch zinc oxide adhesive plaster 

1 dozen small and one dozen large safety pins. 

2 ounces of aromatic spirits of ammonia 

This emergency equipment should be kept in a clean 
box, tightly covered and placed within easy reach. 

A first aid kit of this kind may actually save life in an 
emergency and the automobile dealer will confer a favor on 
his customers by persuading them to carry equipment of 
this sort.

maintained for three, four, five, six 
and seven years are becoming con- 
vinced that the actual life of motor 
eoaches, when proper maintenance 
methods are recognized and en- 
forced, will be fifteen to twenty 
years. 

“The greatest need in motor 
coach operation is the under- 
standing and application of bet- 
ter maintenance methods, 50 
that finally motor coaches will 
be operated on a basis of sys- 
tematic maintenance and not re- 
pairs, because theoretically we 
do not feel that a motor coach 
should ever give any trouble. 

“Of course, it must be main- 
tained and proper attention given 
to all details, but maintenance is 
not trouble. In other words, we look 
upon trouble as the happening of 
something unknown or unexpecied. 
Experience has taught us enough) 
about motor coach operation so 
that nothing unexpected need hap- 
pen. 

“With more experience and/| 
knowledge of these fundamentals 
by the operators at large, the next 
five years will probably see motor 
coaches sold under the equipment 
trust certificate plan on terms 
ranging over a period of five years 
and in rare exceptions possibly 
seven to ten.

EW YORK, March 29.— 

Gasoline consumption of 
1,000,000,000 gallons a month 
is probable during this year, 
according to a review of mar- 
ket conditions by Dow, Jones 
& Co. That figure includes 
slightly more than 100,000,- 
000 gallons a month for ex- 
port, the remainder being for 


domestic consumption. 

In only two months of 1925, July 
and August. did consumption reach 
the billion gallon mark. For six 
consecutive months of 1925, begin- 
ning with May, consumption ex- 
ceeded the peak of 937,000,000 
gallons in August, 1924. 

This year’s prospect of a billion 
gallons monthly is based on the 
larger number of automobiles in 
use. There were more than 20,- 
000,000 motor vehicles in use in 
1925, the registration for that 
year showing a gain of 2,360,000 
ears. A normal gain in the num- 
ber of cars in use this year would 
assure the billion gallons a month 
mark being maintained. 

The constant growth in consump- 
tion of gasoline remains the fea- 
ture of the oil business. In Janu- 
ary, 1926, consumption totaled 
864,000,000 gallons: last year 694,- 
000.000 gallons and in 1924 it was 
639,000,000 gallons.

FISK’S ADVANCE 
STRIKING IN 1925 


Net of $6,108,905 Is 
Largest in History of 
The Company 





EW YORK, March 29.— 

Among the “big five” 
the rubber and tire industry, 
the Fisk Rubber Company 
made one of the best come- 
backs in 1925. Net income of 


$6,108,905 was the largest for 
any year in the history of the 
organization. This was after 
deducting depreciation, inter- 
est, Federal taxes and a con- 
tingency reserve of $1,- 
500,000. 

The balance was equal to $32.98 
a share on the $18,520,900 cumula- 
tive first preferred 7 per cent. 
stock, and compares with $2,736,- 
664, or $14.44 a share, on the-$18,- 
951,500 first preferred outstanding 
in previous year. Since the end of 
the last fiscal year, back diivdends 
on the first preferred stock have 
been taken care of and the only 
accumulated payments now due 
stockholders are the 33 1-3 per cent. 
dividends due on the $4,630,300 
second preferred stock outstanding. 


With approximately the same 
number of employees, Fisk Rub- 
ber Company in 1925 produced 
approximately 150 per cent. more 
inner tubes and 100 per cent. 
mose casings than in 1919, ac- 
cording to Dow, Jones & Co. 
The 1925 production was 7,588,- 
886 inner tubes and 5,702,384 
casings. This indicates a large in 
crease in manufacturing and 
labor efficiency, ~which is amply 
born out by an analysis of costs. 

At present Fisk is producing 16,- 
000 casings daily at its Chicopee 
Falls, Mass., plant, and 12,000 
casings at its Cudahy, Wis., factory. 
Its tube production at the former 
totals 26,000 and at the latter 20,- 
000. With the addition of 200 or 
300 employees output easily can be 
increased at both plants on short 
notice. Labor conditions in both 
cities compare favorably with those 
prevailing in Akron, O., the rubber 
center of the United States. In fact. 
in some branches of the industry, 
they are more favorable. 


Plant Capacity 


At the Chicopee Falls plant the 
company employs about 3,806 
workers when at capacity. At pres- 
ent there are 3,500 workers on the 
payroll. Plant is working on two 
shifts, the day force working a 
forty-five-hour week and_ the 
night force a fifty-hour week. 
Growing recognition of the rid- 
ing qualities of balloon tires is in- 
dicated in Fisk's casing produc- 
tion figures, the balloon type con- 
stituting about 50 per cent. of all 
casings being turned out. The bal- 
ance consists of 35 per cent. in 
cords and 15 per cent. in fabrics.
